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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 



The Pending Claims 

Claims 8, 12-17, and 35-42 are pending. All other previously pending claims have ; 
been cancelled, without prejudice. 

'Amendments to the Claims 

Claim 8 has been amended to incorporate the subject matter of claims 9-11, and 
claims 9-1 1 have been cancelled, accordingly. Claims 12 and 38 have been amended to 
correct the dependencies thereof, and claims 12-17 and 36-42 have been amended to correct 
punctuation and spelling errors. 

No new matter is added by way of these amendments. 

Summary of the Office Action 

The Office Action presents several rejections of the former claims, but indicates that 
former claims 11-17 recite allowable subject matter and would be in condition for allowance 
if rewritten in independent form. The Office Action further indicates that claims 35-42 
would be in condition for allowance provided that the dependency of claim 38 is corrected. 

In order to expedite prosecution, and not in acquiescence of the rejections presented^ 
the claims have been amended so as to recite subject matter that the Office has deemed 
allowable. In view of these amendments, Applicants respectfully request that the rejections 
be withdrawn and the pending claims allowed.
